REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the terminal 
disclaimers filed on September 4, 2002, disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted on 
this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 6,326,026 and 
U.S. Patent 6,120,801 have been reviewed and are accepted. The terminal disclaimers have been 
recorded. 

Applicant's submission of terminal disclaimers has overcome the double patenting rejections of 
claims 31-34 of the previous Office action. Accordingly, those rejections are withdrawn. 
The previous art does not teach or suggest a caplet bowed in shape and having a width to 
thickness ratio of about 1 .
